WITNESS 


SENSATIONAL AFFA1B THROWS BIG 


AUDIENCE INTO A PANIC 


Prominent Plttsbnrg Man Under Arrest 


-Stanford White Is Instantly 


Killed, 


New York, June 26—Harry Ken- 


dall Thaw, the young Pittsburg mil- 
lionaire, and brother of the Countess 
of Yarmouth, was arraigned in Jef- 
ferson Market court today 
charged 


with shooting'and killing 
Stanford 


White, the millionaire architect, dur- 
ing a performance last night in Mad- 
ison Square Garden, for some real or 
fancied wrong that White hgd done 
Evelyn Nesbit, the actress and artists' 
model, whose 
marriage 
to 
yoang 


Thaw two years ago was a society 
sensation. 


Thaw was quite 
calm 
when ar- 


raigned this morning. He was some- 
what bedraggled from his night in a 
cell. , 


Friends say today that he has long 


brooded over the wrong said to have 
been done his wife by White and chat 
he bad recently threatened 
to 
get 


.even. It is said that he has been 
armed for over a week and the police 
say there is every proof to show in- 
teat to commit the crime. Intimations 
made this morning by counsel indi- 
cate that Thaw's defense for his act 
will be emotional insanity. 
Police- 


man Debes, who" "arrested Thaw, will 
be the chief witness in the trial, as 
Thaw's mental .attitutde 
was indi- 


cated to him in a com^ersation. 


"As Thaw stepped down out of the 


elevator in custody of the fireman, I 
stepped up to him," said Debes to- 
day. 
" 'Did you do this?' I asked, and he 


says to me 'Yes, I did it. That man 
rained my home!' 
I won't be sure 


whether he said 'wife' or 'life.' Then 
lie went on, saying 'I guess he won't 
ruin any more homes. Is he dead?' 
T told him he was. 'I'm .glad I made a 
good job of it,' he says. 
Then he 


shut up like a clam. 


"A woman 
who I 
have since 


learned was his/wife, rushed up and 
threw ber arms about his neck, cry- 
ing, 'Oh, Harry, Harry, I did not 
think you would do it that way.'

It was 9:50 a. m. when Thaw came

Another 


army of photographers had gathered 
by this tiioe and there was a continu- 
ous clicking as the men snapped pic- 
tures of the chief figure in what will, 
in time, become a noted tragedy. 
Thaw fought the picture men as best 
he could, by dropping his head and 
raising his free arm. 


Thaw was driven to police court, 


which was reached at 10 o'clock. Dan 
O'Reilly, a famous lawyer who took a 
prominent part in the defense of Nan 
Patteison, was 
waiting for Thaw, 


having been engaged to look after the 
young millionaire's interests. He and 
Thaw conversed 
and then O'Reilly 


had a conference 
with 
Magistrate 


Barlow. 


At the conclusion Thaw was for- 


mally arraigned and was immediately 
remanded to appear before the cor- 
oner Thursday. 


Thaw was hustled from the court 


room through a side door, bundled 
into the patrol 
wagon 
and driven 


down town.

Harry K. Thaw is a son of the late

The 
roof

years, was crowded with a fashionable 
audience. While Harry Short, who 
fills the principal comedy role in the 
piece, was singing a comic song a 
series of shots was heard in the rear 
of the auditorium and a man in even- 
ing dress was seen to fall across a 
table at which he was sitting with a 
party of friends. The man who had 
fired the shots fled, pistol in hand, 
toward the nearest exit, where he 
was seized and disarmed by police. 


Instantly the great audience was 


thrown into a panic and a,wild stam- 
pede occurred, during which 
chairs 


and' tables were overturned and men 
and women fought with desperation to 
escape from the roof. . The man who 
was shot was quickly identified as Mr. 
White, but his assailant was not posi- 
tively known to be Thaw until after 
he had been taken to the station house. 
Persons in front of the auditorium 
where the -.tragedy occurred say that 
they saw a man sitting with a fash- 
ionably dressed woman in the rear 
suddenly walk down toward a table in 
front. The first intimation of trouble 
came when, walking in front of his 
seated victim, the man 
exclaimed: 


"You've deserved this. You've ruined 
my home," and drawing an automatic 
pistol fired three shots. The first two 
took effect, but as the third was dis- 
charged the pistol was struck up by a 
fireman on duty in the theatre and 
the bullet went skyward.

At the station Mr. Thaw described 


himself as John Smith, a student, of 
180 Lafayette place, Washington, D. C., 
but the police, on searching 
him, 


found cards and letters addressed to 
Harry Thaw of Pittsburg, and later 
his identity was fully established. • 


Following the tragedy the perform- 


ance at the roof garden was discon- 
tinued. 


Cause of Tragedy. 


The tragedy occurred at 10:30 p.m., 


while Harry Short was singing: "1 
Could Lore a Million Girls." 
Thaw 


had been at the performance all the 
evening and had been noticed to be 
very nervous and excited. White had 
been previously to the Manhattan club 
and had only been at the garden a few 
minutes when Thaw confronted him. 


Thaw's wife, who was Evelyn Nes- 


bitt, a member of the original Floro- 
dora sextette, rushed up to him, threw 
her'arms around/Thaw and declared, 
"I'll stand by you, Harry." 


Mystery still surrounds the cause of 


the tragedy, but its solution may be 
found in the words attributed to Thaw 
immediately after the shooting, "Well, 
he ruined my wife and I got him." It 
is known that for years bitter enmity 
had existed between White and Thaw 
on account of the former's attentions 
to Mrs. Thaw, which had begun prior 
to her marriage. 
Mrs. Thaw disap- 


peared in the excitement while - her 
husband was being taken to the sta- 
tion house. 


Evelyn Nesbitt, who became Thaw's 


wife on April 4, 1905, was a flower 
girl in "The Toreador" company. They 
were married in Pittsburg by the Rev. 
William H. McEwan of the Third 
Presbyterian church. Thaw's mother, 


Mrs. 
William Thaw, in spite of earlier 


opposition, was present Miss Nesbitt 
is the daughter of C. J. Hoi man of 
Oakland, a suburb of Pittsburg. 


Mr. White was a native of New 


York city, having been born here in 
1853. 
He was educated at the Uni- 


versity of New York and received his 
architectural training with Charles G.i 
Gambrin and H. H. Richardson, being

Washington, June 26.—The senate 


warmly discussed the "conference re- 
port on the railroad rate measure for 
more than four hours, But did not dis- 
pose of it.

Senator Spooner expressed the opinion 
that under the pass provision as re- 
ported senators and members of the 
house of representatives would not be 
prohibited from accepting passes, and 
other senators construed part of the 
provision as in the interest of a di3 
crimination in passes that could be 
made to take the place of rebates. 
Senators Tillman and Lodge sharply 
criticised the change in the commodity 
amendment so as to prohibit "rail- 
roads"' and not "common carriers" 
from engaging in the production ot 
articles to he transported by them- 
selves as in the interest of the Stand- 
ard Oil company. 


Senator LaFollette secured favor- 


able action on a resolution extending 
the inquiry of the 
interstate com- 


merce commission to the connection 
between the elevators of the north- 
west and the railroads. Senator Hop- 
kins took exception to the conference 
report on the Niagara Falls interna- 
tional agreement bill In that it does 
not provide against the treatment of 
the waters of Lake Michigan as sub- 
ject to international agreement. The 
report -was. howe\er, agreed to. About 
300 private pension bills were passed.
